The invention according to claim 1 relates to a process for 
the manufacturing of a decorative surface element with a 
surface structure • The process comprises the steps: 

a. providing the upper surface of the core material with a 
STxrface structure. 

b. applying a decorative surface layer on top of the surface 
structured core. 

c. applying the protective wear layer on the decorative 
surface layer. 

d. pressing the core material, decorative layer, and wear 
layer under increased pressure and temperature, thus bonding 
the layers to one another. 

Dl which is considered to represent the most relevant prior 
art, describes a process for the manufacturing of decorated 
laminate boards from resin impregnated cellulose sheets. The 
process for manufacturing the laminate according to Dl 
comprises the following steps: 
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A plurality of impregnated sheets is stacked to form the core 
layer. A layer with a structured surface is laid over the core 
layer; the structured layer could comprise materials such as 
glass, wood, straw, metal, cork or fibre. A layer provided 
with a decor is laid on top of the structured layer. The 
laminate is thereafter subjected to pressure and heat 
whereupon the layers are bonded together and the relief of the 
structured layer is transferred to the decorated top layer 
(page 1, lines 45-71; page 2, lines 35-40) . 



D2-D6 further represents the prior art. 

The subject matter of claim 1 differs from that of Dl in that 
the surface of the core material is provided with a surface 
structure. The subject matter of claim 1 is therefore novel 
(Article 33(2) PCT) . 

The problem to be solved by the present invention may be 
regarded as providing a process for the manufacturing of a 
decorative surface element provided with an accurate surface 
structure. The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of 
the present application is considered as involving an 
inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) as Dl provides no 
incitement for providing the upper surface of the core 
material with a surface structure. By doing so, an accurate 
surface structure of the decorative board is achieved. 

Claims 2-15 are dependant on claim 1 and as such also meet the 
rec3[uirements of the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive 
step.
